Production Continues Rise to 66,580 Units Despite Labor Trouble; 
Knudsen Warns Workers as UAW Dues-Collecting Tactics Throw 
Thousands Out of Work; March Car Sales Put Above 190,000 Units 


Despite labor troubles in Detroit and 
Flint, car and truck production will 
take its third successive spurt this 
week to 66,580 units, compared with a 
revised total of 64,328 units last week 
and 134,662 in the corresponding period of 1937. The cur- 
rent week’s total brings April production figures to 196,- 
464, with the likelihood the month’s total will hover 
around the 250,000 mark when the final week is added. 
Gains at Chevrolet, Oldsmobile, Ford, Studebaker and 
Willys for the current week, ending Apr. 23, will out- 
weigh any loss Buick might sustain through the labor

difficulties at the Fisher body plant in Flint. The in-| 
creased operations by Chevrolet are first noticeable in| 


that General Motors division for some time, the division 
having been operating at a steady pace since first of 
the year. 

Allowing 3,000 units for Buick, which Tuesday had not 
yet been affected by shortage of bodies through the dif- 
ficulties at Fisher body plant in Flint, the GM divisions 
figure to run off 25,075 jobs this week, compared with 
23,532 last week and 52,340 a year ago. Chevrolet, with 
18,000 units carded in contrast with about 16,000 last 
week, leads the pack, followed by Buick’s projected 3,000; 
Oldsmobile’s 1,800; Pontiac’s 1,800 and Cadillac-LaSalle’s 
475. 

Chrysler divisions expect around 15,400 vehicles this 
week, as against 14,700 last week when Plymouth lost a

half day because of labor trouble at Briggs body plant in 
Detroit. A year ago the divisions accounted for 23,300 cars 
and trucks. Plymouth, barring any further trouble at 
Briggs, should assemble around 6,500 jobs this week; 
Dodge figures on 5,600; Chrysler around 1,800 and De Soto 
about 1,500 units. 

Slight increase is noted again at Ford, where about 
15.500 cars and trucks are projected for the week, as 
against 15,300 last week. Coupled with Lincoln’s 530, the 
Ford group should turn out 16,030 jobs the current week, 
compared with 15,830 a week ago and 34,775 a year ago. 

Packard's 1,200 projection continues to lead the inde- 
pendent group, followed closely by Studebaker’s projected 
1,050 units. Hudson’s estimated 925 is slightly under the 
previous week’s 1,110 units. Nas) expects 650, Willys 700 
and Bantam around 150. Graham is closed for the week 
on a “breather,” while Hupmobile continues down. The 
miscellaneous group, according to ADN figures, should 
account for 5,400 units the current week. 


W. S. Knudsen, president of General 
Motors Corp., late Tuesday warned 
UAW on Tactics; the United Automobile Workers 

5,000 Men Idle union that its newly-developed dues- 
collecting tactics, which threw more 
|than 5,000 men out of work in Flint early this week, 
| would result in closing of the Fisher Body plant No. 1 
| “until the practice is stopped and picket lines withdrawn.” 
| The corporation has kept its agreement with the union, 
Knudsen said, and will not overlook “this latest develop- 
ment to obtain a closed shop by coercive methods.” 
Closing of the plant was the only way in which this 
breach of faith could be met, he said. 


| Knudsen Warns 


Earlier in the day Gov. Frank Murphy warned the 
workers to end the “untimely stoppages” and declared 
that the “influence of government” will be thrown imme- 
diately against such action. He announced that James 
F. Dewey, federal labor conciliator, was on his way to 
Lansing to assist in preventing further outbreaks in 
Michigan industrial plants. The governor also stated that 
UAW President Martin had assured him that normal 
conditions would be restored by Wednesday. 


While several smaller plants in Detroit were closed 
Monday by disputes, it was collection of union dues that 
resulted in major stoppages in Flint. Fisher body plant 
No. 1 and the final assembly lines of the Buick plant were 


closed Monday and Tuesday after a dues collection drive | 2, 


by UAW pickets prevented hundreds of workers from 
entering the Fisher plant. Lack of bodies caused the 
Buick assembly line to stop, throwing 1,200 out of work 
and threatened closing of the entire plant. The Fisher 
plant employs 3,700. 


At the Briggs Mfg. Co. Mack avenue plant in Detroit 
a similar dues collecting drive was conducted and caused 
no trouble, but production throughout the plant was dis- 
rupted by an hour’s strike by 150 men in the frame de- 
partment. The strike ended when the president of the 
union local ordered the men back to work. He gave “con- 
fusion resulting from the Briggs-UAW contract expira- 
tion last Saturday night” as the cause of the strike. Con- 
tract renewal negotiations are under way. 


Labor developments elsewere included: 


Plant No. 8 of Bohn Aluminum & Brass Co., Detroit, 
closed Monday following strike of 100 UAW employes. 
The men charged that they had been locked out. Shortly 
afterward, Plant No. 5 and Bohn’s Michigan Smelting 
and Refining Co. were closed by sympathy strikes, while 
in the meantime strike votes were allegedly being 


planned at five other Bohn plants. 

2 Following a dispute over discharge of eight men, the 
plant of the Detroit Moulding Corp. was closed Mon- 

day, throwing 500 out of work. The corporation asserts 

the closing is the result of a strike; union claims a lock- 

out. Negotiations are under way. 

3 Dispute over a 10 per cent wage cut which became ef- 
fective March 28, has thrown 120 out of jobs at the 


Michigan Steel Casting Co. The UAW is picketing the 
plant in protest of breakdown in negotiations.

Kansas Registrations 

Due to administrative changes at Topeka, Kansas new 
car and truck registration figures for February are still 
incomplete. Because of the long delay in assembling the 
figures at Topeka, R. L. Polk & Co. this week issued an 
incomplete breakdown of new car sales in the state. 

The figures, presented on page two and three of this 
edition of ADN, are complete for the major counties of 
Kansas, while in the remaining districts only a small 
portion of the actual sales are available.

Showing a gain of more than 50 per 
cent over February, late-reporting 
states have caused ADN to revise its 
March estimate of new car sales 
upward to 190,000 units or better. 
Previously ADN had estimated the month’s registrations 
at between 180,000 and 190,000 units, but later develop- 
ments indicate the higher figure may be exceeded when 
the final total is available. 

The 23 states thus far reported account for a total of 
74,144 sales, more than 50 per cent above the figure for 
the same number of states in February—thereby record- 
ing the first sales upturn since last August. March reg- 
istrations, however, are still about 44 per cent under the 
144,676 units sold in these 23 states a year ago.
